I venture io say that no ono Senator can 


be produced who will say that the Presi- 
dent ever requested him to vote or use his 
influence to effect Mr. Simmer's reiuoval. 
There are many Senators who felt the sit- 
uation of affairs much more keenly than 
did the President, and they needed neith- 
er dictation from tho Executive, nor from 
any other source, to induce them to take 
the step they did. Bat suppose, for the 
sake of argument, that there was dicta- 
tion. Are not Senators always dictating 
to the President who shall compose his 
Cabinet, and what course he ehall pursue 
on public measures ? Are they not always 
tendering their advice whether invited to 
do so or not ?• And if we examine Sena- 
tor Snmner'a record, do we not find him 
guilty of Senatoriol dictation in its most 
conspicuous form ? A few facta from the 
history 
of 
Mr. 
Lincoln's 
adminis- 


tration will show that

ard at one lima went so far that he 
proposed a resolution iu a Senatorial cau- 
cus attacking Mr. Seward, and calling up- 
on MrrTJincoIn taremovo him from office. 
On the 16th of D&sember, 18G3, m a Re- 
publican Senatorial caucus, tbe question 
of Mr. Lincoln's Cabinet was considered 
and a resolution against Mr. Seward, pro- 
posed by Mr. Sumner as above stated, re- 
ceived the votes of that gentleman and 
fifteen, other Senators, while thirteen oth- 
er Senators voted against it. Subsequent- 
ly, at nother caucus, the resolution was 
modi' I, on motion of the late/Mr. Colia- 
mer, 
j to express the sense of tho B*- 


publiuun Senators that the Cabinet should 
be reorganized, but no names were men- 
tioned. A committee of nine, of whom 
Senator Sumner waa one wa» Appointed to 
lay tho matter before the President, In 
tbe meantime the late Preston King, then 
Senator from New York, had told Mr. 
Seward of what had been done. Mr. Sew- 
ard promptly placed his icsignation in the 
President's hands, an act which. Mr. Sura- 
ner, in his own case has failed to imitate. 
The Committee saw the President, stated 
their case, and were iuvitod to cull again. 
They did so on a eubeequout evening, and 
to their surprise met every member ot tho 
Cabinet save Mr. Seward, Mr. Lincoln 
bad invited them for an interchange ol 
opinion, and they again stated their case. 
Mr. Chase, then Secretary ot the Treasury, 
indignantly said that he had not come 
there to be arraigned by Senators for his 
conduot, hat subsequently placed his res- 
ignation in the hands of tho President, in 
order to leave him free from embarrass- 
ment. But Mr. Lincoln dismissed the 
Senatorial dictators with fleas in their 
ear^, remarking that ho thought ho waa 
tho best judge of the ministerial conduct 
of his Cabinet advisers, and thereupon, re 
quested Messrs. Seward aud Chase to 
•withdraw their resignations, which they 
did. The whole attack, so far aa Mr. Sum 
ner was concerned, was levelled at Mr 
Seward, and in the attempt to force, him 
out of tbe Cabinet by Senatorial dictation 
Mr. SuniDer was chief dictator. Now 
am far from expressing"any opinion wbeth 
er the "dictation" of Mr. Surnner and hi

visited this section ot tha State, paaeed 
through our county, coming in ^t tlio 
southwest corner and pacsing diuyoaally 
across the county, Tuesday nfght. We 
have been unable to obtain full particu- 
lars of the destruction, but learned that 
on Brush Creek, in tbo Turner settle- 
ment, several farm houses and other 
buildings wera blown to atoms, and uue 
family—Mr. Vermillions—nearly destroy- 
ed. 
A gt.iEd-daughter, Mi»s Watson, 


about 13 years of age, was killed instantly, 
the old gentleman and his wife nererely 
injured by falling timbers. Str. Vcrmil- 
lion died yesterday, and Mrs. V. is not ex- 
pected to recover. 


Mr. Sanford Turner's and a Mr. Den- 


nis' houaea were entirely demolished. 
Mi33 Rebecca Vermilbon bad an arm aud 
her right leg broken and her eidd badly 
injured; she is not expected to live. 
Elizabeth Watson bad a shoulder blade 
fractured and was badly cut iu the face, 
thigh and ankle. The family tried to 
escape, but could uot^ got tha door open; 
the huuae, a frame,,whlch' they were jn, 
was carried about fifty yards. Joseph 
VermiUion, a boy of thirteen years, was 
carried two hundred yards and had a leg 
broken. A boy of tbo name ot John Bu- 
hanoa had a leg broken. Joaepb. Layman, 
S J. Beck, Mason Liiwsou, Eh Kennedy, 
"Widow Benson, Alexander Lawrence and 
John Bobanoa had their Louses blown 
away. William Catlin was carried iu his 
house 100 yards, when ho and the bouse 
separated, and, when coming to hia stuscs 
he found himself in a field 100 vnrds lar- 
ther.
